Half of Canadian Goods Must 
Be !?aid For in American 
Money 


CRISIS GROWING

OTTAWA (CPA) — Des- 
!nite the obvious hope in the 
|United Kingdom for sympa- 
thetic action from Canada in 
her present “dollar crisis”, 
Ottawa officials have refused 
to change the financial agree- 
ment by which Britain must 
pay for half her Canadian 
trade in U. S. dollars. 

This agreement provides 
that the deficit in trade be- 
tween the two countries will 
be paid by the United King- 
dom half from the Canadian 
loan and half in United 
States dollars. Canada got 
$220,000,000 in American 
funds this way during the 
first half of 1947. It meant, 
of course, that a big chunk of 
the money _Britain borrowed 
from the United States had to 
be sent to Canada to buy 
goods here. 

Not Publicized 

This arrangement was in- 
herent in the terms of our: loan 
to Britain,’ government officials 
said in Ottawa on August 21. Ac- 
tually little publicity was given 
to this feature of the loan when

Labor Day, while recognized as 
a day of celebration for labor—a 
day for holding parades, picnics 
and sports—has also become a 
kind of a “stocktaking day for 
labor” when we check up on our 
past woes and wins and rededi- 
cate ourselves to bringing into 
effect by legal processes further 
improvements in living and social 
standards of the workers which, 
of course, automatically brings 
about bigger and more happy 
lives for most of the people in- 
side and outside the trade union 
movement. 


The records of the Trades and 
Labor Congress of Canada show 
that a resolution was adopted at 
the Montreal convention in 1892: 
“That the first Monday in Sep- 
tember be inade a public holiday 
to be known as Labor Day and 
the executive instructed to bring 
the question before parliament.” 
This, of course, was done and 
resulted in the establishment of 
Labor Day in Canada. 

Hard-Won Gains 


Unquestionably the coriditions 
of labor and people generally 
have improved in Canada. We 
know too that it didn’t just fall 
out of a tree. Many good men 
and women have gone down to 
make the road we are travelling 
over today. Organized labor is 
proud of its heritage, proud to be 
citizens of this great democratic 
country.

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Labor Day, 1947 


M ANY readers of this paper know that it is published as 
a successor of the Alberta Labor News which began 
publication in 1920. In 1986 the name was _changed to 
People's Weekly and its field was broadened, From the be- 
winning Labor Day has been the occasion of a special edition 
devoted to Labor. The People's Weekly continues this tradi- 
tion,

Following the First World War, at the time the Alberta 
Labor News was started, there was a terrific campaign 
against the trade unions on this continent. The same sort of 
thing is now going on. Inthe United States it has taken the 
form of legislation passed by Congress, called the Taft- 
Hartley Bill. Labor, American Big Business and its political 
servants said, had become a “monoply” and must be curbed. 


This talk of Labor as a “Monopoly” prompted an American 
Labor paper to publish the editorial quoted below. It is a 
powerful reply to the talk of “monopoly” by Labor : 


LABOR HAS MONOPOLIES IT WOULD GLADLY GIVE AWAY 


The charge that organized Labor is becoming monopolistic and, 
therefore, needs the same type of regulation that is supposed to 
yovern large corporations, is ridiculous though partly true. The 
monopolistic tendencies of Labor are becoming terrible. To cite 
only a few of the things in life over which Labor exercises a 
complete monopoly will be interesting. 


Labor has a complete monopoly on all the ramshackle houses 
in the shuns of all great cities. Those having only reasonable 
wealth would consider living in such shacks abominable. Laber 
must live in these slums because of the inadequate wages they 
receive from greedy wealthy employers.

living which followed the removal 
of controls and subsidies. Apart 
from the Maritime coal industry 
which suffered a severe set-back 
in the early months of this year, 


there has been comparative peace 


throughout Canadian industry, 
and employers have gone a long 
Way in negotiations toward meet- 
ing the wage demands of their 
employees. 


Live and Work Together 


This attitude on the part of 
employers is extremely gratify- 
ing, not only to those who are 
interested in the labor movement, 
but to all those who understand 
the desirability and the necessity 
of establishing a sound basis of 
industrial harmony and co-opera- 
tion, and thus building the eco- 
nomic and social structure of the 
Dominion upon enduring founda- 
tions. It is self-evident that the 
various elements involved in the 
process of production and distri- 
bution, including agriculture, 
lumbering and other primary in-.- 
dustries, as well as manufactur- 
ing, finance and ttansportation, 
must learn to live and work to- 
gether on terms which vill be 
satisfactory to all concerned. 


Could Set An Example 


Because of the character of 
the Canadian people and the rich 
endowment of natural resources 
which we have inherited, Canada 
is in a better position than eny 
other country in the world to set 
an example of domestic economy 
in the wise management = and 
utilization of its resources, in 
such a way as to maintain the 
utmost freedom of individual 
initiative consistent with the 


‘utmost’ happiness and well-being 


of the masses of the people. 


On the whole, however, the 
outlook in Canada itself is fair- 
ly encouraging. Labor organiza- 
tion, which to a far greater extent 
than had been anticipated, is 
attaining new records in member- 
ship and prestige. It is obtaining 
greater respect on the part of the 
public, and developing into a 
national institution with a -full 
appreciation of its rights and 
responsibilities. Certainly, the 
workers of Canada may _ take 
heart as they contemplate the 
achievements of the past year and 
look forward with confidence to- 
ward a better future for them- 
selves and for the Canadian 
people.

VERY one of the 1,250 dele- 
gates who attended the 
recent conference of the 
British Labor Party must 

have felt real pride and satisfac- 
tion as the Chairman, Rt. Hon. 
Philip Noel-Baker, reviewed the 
achievements of the Labor gov- 
ernment in the past twenty-two 
months, against the dark back- 
ground of war devastation and 
unprecedented world shortages.

Reserves Running Out 

Canada is thus seen to be des- 
perately gathering in all the U.S. 
dollars she can from the world 
at large, to offset her own mount- 
ing trade deficit with America. 

At the same time the Liberal 
government gives no sign of re- 
strictive measures to meet the 
growing challenge of our own 
“dollar crisis’ with the United 
States. Several suggested steps, 
such as restricting imports of Am- 
erican goods to Canada, or de- 
valuating the Canadian dollar by 
10% have all been officially de- 
nied at Ottawa for the present 
at least. 

Canadians apparently are to be 
spared any share in the “austerity 
program” by which the United 
Kingdom hopes to regain her ec- 
onomic independence. Yet the 
government is only evading tho 
issue which faces this country. 
Canada’s reserves are running 
out at an alarming rate. Eventu- 
ally the government must come to 
grips with the problem—or fol- 
low some such weak course as 
begging an American loan for 
Canada. 

Our huge trade deficit 
America tend: to make us 
creasingly dependent on 
country, while our refusal to 
share in Britain’s dollar restric- 
tions, an action which is regarded 
as extremely .hard-hearted by 
many observers, suggests that we 
have rejected the chance of help- 
ing to build a more balanced 
world economy through the devel- 
opment of trade outside of the 
United States.

Canada’s “generosity” in extend- 
ing 1% billion dollars to the U.K. 

was so widely praised last year. 

Said one Canadian observer, 
“What this really means is that 
the United Kingdom can’t go on 
using her Canadian loan _ be- 
cause she won’t be able to send 
in any more box tops.’”’ (The 
much-in-demand U.S. dollars.) 

Questioned about what Canada 
would do if Britain was compelled 
to stop sending American dollars, a 
very high-ranking government of- 
ficial answered, ‘‘We would refuse 
any further credit’’—the balance 
of the Canadian loan. 

The Ottawa announcement 
came on the heels of an agree- 
ment between Britain und the 
United States, by which Britain 
will be able to clamp down on 
other countries which seek to 
change their British pounds into 
American dollars. 

Premature Tribute 

England expected Canada to 
apply this dollar restriction to the 
“50% arrangement. This was 
plain both in the radic broadcast 
August 20th, by Hugh Dalton, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
by Sir Wilfred Eady, head of the 
British Treasury Mission to the 
United States, in a press inter- 
view after his successful negotia- 
tions there. 

In fact, Mr. Eady spoke with 
concern about the “‘hard blow” to 
Canada, clearly implying that he 
expected this country to do with- 
out the U.S. dollars she has been 
getting from Britain.
